The principal cause.for satisfaction is 
that realisation of the importance of aviation and the potential im- 
portance of Hong Kong as an airport is growing upon the Govern- 
ment. Unfortunately a complicated: situation exists regarding es- 
tablishment of air services owing to the question of granting rights 
of transit and landing rights here to China, which nation is.not a 
party to the International Ajr Convention. The ‘Government is 
naturally cautious without the assurance that reciprocal privileges 
would be extended by China. Hong. Kong. however, is not indis- 
pensable, and Canton rivalry may see air routes diverted to Can- 
ton, the Colony being excluded as a port of call. Indication of this 
possibility is seen in the Canton project, to institute a service to link 
up with the French line at Saigon. Doubtless pressure from the 
Home authorities will prevent Chinese action which would prove 
detrimental’ to the Colony but negotiations have so far been -pro- 
tracted and fruitless. No carly agreement is in sight as at pre- 
sent China has little to gain from subseribing to the Convention, 
and the Pan-American Airways intoregts-are unlikely to press the 
matter. America is also a non-member of the Convention, and prob- 
ably will not join until the ‘trans-Atlantic route: is in operation. 
Following the recent successful test flights, a Shanghal-Hong Kong: 
Manila service is being planned, but the Issue of Janding-rights may 
prejudice the inclusion of Hong Kong in the route. Imperial Air-
